AGENDA TITLE: Amend Lodi Municipal Code Section 17.57 by Adding a New Section 
Requiring a Minimum of Five Hundred Foot Separation Between Large 
Family Day Care Homes

RECOMMENDED ACTION: That the City Council Council conduct a Public Hearing to 
consider approving the Planning Comnission's 
recommendation to amend Lodi Municipal Code Section 17.57 
by adding a new section requiring a minimum of five 
hundred foot separation between large family day care 
homes. 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION: Current State Law provides for three types of family day 
care homes or facilities; (1) small residential family 
day-care home; (2) large residential family day-care 
home; and (3 )  institutional family day-care facility. 

Small residential family day-care homes which are for 1 t o  6 children may be located 
anywhere in the comnunity with a day-care licence issued by the County ?-,tlncy 
authorized by the State. The City has no authority of any kind over these 
facilities. Under current law every house on a residential street could be licensed 
for day-care for up to six children. 

Large residentia? family day-care homes which are for 7 to 12 children may be 
located anywhere in the comnunity with the following City clearances (1) use penit 
issued by the Planning Commission; (2 )  business license; and ( 3 )  Fire Marshal 
clearance. These are the homes that the Planning Comission feels should be 
separated by five hundred feet between facilities. The Commission feels that 2, 3 
or 4 of these homes in a close proximity will raise complaints concerning traffic 
and noise. 

Institutional family day-care facilities which are for 13 or more children require 
the same approvals as a large residential family day care home. However, these 
facilities have zoning restriction. They are permitted in single-family zones only 
if located in a church or school. They are permitted in multiple-family, commercial 
and industrial zones with a use permit. 

When the Planning Commission approves a use permit for a large residential day-care 
home it limits the hours of operation, requires that no more than six children be 
permitted in the play yard at any one time, and reviews the use permit after twci 
years . 
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The need for  establishing the 5 0 0 - f O O t  separation grew o u t  o f  a problem in the area 
of Hemlock Drive, Ridge Drive a n d  Alpine Drive where two large day care homes are  
almost across the s t r e e t  from each other.  There a re  a l so  2 o r  3 of the smaller day 
care homes i n  the neighborhood.

SECTION 1. Lodi  Munic ipa l  Code Chapter 17.57 i s  hereby amended by 

adding t h e r e t o  a new sec t i on  r e q u i r i n g  a minimum f i v e  hundred foot  

separat ion between l a r g e  f a m i l y  day care homes, as fo l l ows :  

17.57.170 Large Family Day Care Homes -- Minimum 

Separat ion 

Except as otherwise prov ided by law, no approval  f o r  a 

l a r g e  f a m i l y  day care home, as descr ibed i n  C a l i f o r n i a  

Hea l th  and Safety  Code 91597.46, s h a l l  be g i ven  f o r  any 

premises located w i t h i n  f i v e  hundred f e e t  o f  any e x i s t i n g  

l i censed  la rge  f a m i l y  day care home w i t h i n  the  City of 

Lodi, as measured i n  a s t r a i g h t  l i n e  from t he  nearest  

p o i n t s  between the  p roper t y  l i n e s  o f  the two loca t i ons .  

?he City Counci l  hereby f i n d s  and dec lares t h a t  such 

spacing and concentrat ion requirement i s  necessary t o  

avo id  adverse impacts on pa rk ing  and t r a f f i c  f low i n  

r e s i d e n t i a l  areas, generated by such homes. 
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SECT 01 2. 11 ord,.iances a n d  pa r t s  of ordinances , , I  c o n f l i c t  

herewith are repealed i n s o f a r  as such c o n f l i c t  may e x i s t .  

SECTION 3. T h i s  ordinance s h a l l  be published one time i n  the "Lodi 

News Sen t ine l " ,  a d a i l y  newspaper of general c i r c u l a t i o n  pr inted and 

published i n  the C i ty  of Lodi and s h a l l  be i n  fo rce  and take e f f e c t  

t F i r t y  days from and a f t e r  i t s  passage and approval.
